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When  Chief  Feola  Returns  Shift 
Changes  Will  Be  Remedied 


Lt.  Stockbridge  has  one  more 
week  to  serve  as  the  man-in- 
charge of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, if  Chief  Feola  returns  to 
duty  March  6 as  planned. 

In  past  weeks  there  has  been 
massive  confusion  as  to  the 
exact  nature  of  Stockbridge's 
appointment.  The  time  of  day 
he  would  work,  the  pay  he 
would  receive,  and  the  duties  he 
was  responsible  for,  all  seemed 
highly  moot  questions  and  re- 
quired the  advice  and  decisions 
of  lawyers  from  the  town  and 
Civil  Service. 

Finally  last  week.  Stock- 
bridge's  assignment  was  out- 
lined — he  was  officially  ap- 
pointed by  Selectmen  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  Chief  as 
lieutenant-in-chargc  of  the  De- 
partment — after  a ruling  by 
Charles  Humphreys,  counsel 
for  the  town.  Apparently,  how- 
ever, relief  that  the  matter  was 
settled  was  not  complete  as 


there  remained  complaints  with- 
in the  Police  Department. 

Attorney  Humphreys  ex- 
plained his  ruling.  Fundament- 
ally, duties  in  a rank  structure 
devolve  to  the  next  officer  when 
a senior  officer  is  absent  and  is 
part  of  the  job.  “There  are, 
however,  particular  statutory 
obligations  that  relate  to  the 
Chief,  head  of  the  department, 
or  his  designee,”  Humphreys 
said. 

A formal  designation  was  re- 
quired, in  writing  from  the  Se- 
lectmen. if  Stockbridge  were  to 
perform  the  Chiefs  duties  as 
man-in-charge.  That  accomp- 
lished, the  collective  bargaining 
contract  governed  the  stipula- 
tion that  appointed  duties  of 
higher  responsibility  command 
a corresponding  salary,  Hum- 
phreys explained. 

Humphreys  believes  that  the 
Selectmen’s  rationale  was  to 
move  Stockbridge  to  daytime 
duty  because  that  is  the  time  of 
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most  active  police  work.  If  the 
Selectmen  were  to  leave  Stock - 
bridge  in  his  old  shift  of  4 p.m. 
to  midnight,  he  would  probably 
run  up  overtime  far  exceeding 
the  Chiefs  salary.  A chiefs 
salary  is  1 .8  times  the  maximum 
patrolman’s  rate  of  pay,  Hum- 
phreys said. 

A chief  has  no  set  shift, 
Humphreys  continued,  he  must 
be  at  the  Police  Department 
whenever  needed.  As  a result 
of  Stockbridge’s  switch  to  a 
daily  schedule,  Sgt.  John 
Rhodes  has  been  transferred  to 
the  4 p.m.  to  midnight  shift 
from  his  regular  8 a.m.  to  4 
p.m.  shift. 

Humphreys  said  the  men 
in  the  Police  Department  have 
been  trained  to  accept  changes 
of  shift  assignments  and  have 
little  trouble  dealing  with  the 
transition.  The  matter  of  ad- 
justing to  a change  in  shifts  may 
not  prove  personally  trouble- 
some, yet  apparently  Rhodes  is 
disturbed  because  he  feels  that 
his  shift  change  creates  yet  an- 
other vacancy,  now  making 
two,  in  the  8 a.m.  to  4 p.m. 
shift,  leaving  the  department 
short  of  working  police  officers 
during  this  time. 

When  Chief  Feola  returns  the 
men  will  resume  their  regular 
shifts  and  the  problems  revolv- 
ing around  temporary  assign- 
ments and  shift  changes  should 
be  alleviated.

"My  health  at  the  present 
time  is  excellent.  I feel  very 
good.  All  I needed  was  a short 
rest  in  the  sunshine."  Chief 
Feola  attested.  “At  present 
I’m  riding  my  bike  five  miles  a 
day.  swimming  and  doing 
light  erercises.  In  fact,  it's  the 
best  I've  felt  since  my  hernia 
operation.  I will  return  to  duty 
on  March  6.  1979.” 

Feola  said  that  since  his 
return  to  duty  last  year  on 
April  20  after  his  vacation  and 
recuperation  from  the  hernia 
operation  that  was  performed 
in  Florida,  he  has  not  taken  a 
day  off  except  for  his  current 
vacation.  During  this  period, 
Feola  claimed  he  has  worked 
on  his  days  off  around  the 


clock,  for  a total  of  78  days  and 
that  he  had  not  taken  any  sick 
leave  since  his  appointment  as 
Chief. 

Feola  concluded  his  reply  by- 
requesting  that  Selectmen  in- 
vestigate the  possibility  of 
increasing  his  vacation  days. 

The  Chief  feels  that  his 
vacation  days  have  been  cur- 
tailed because  he  doesn't  re- 
ceive the  same  benefits  given 
to  regular  personnel,  Select- 
man Arthur  Clark  said. 

Clark  remarked  that  he  was 
pleased  with  Feola’s  respon- 
se, that  it  ended  the  uncertain- 
ty of  his  status  and  that  it 
answered  in  writing  the  ques- 
tion of  how  the  Police  Depart- 
ment was  to  be  manned,  at 
least  for  the  near  future.
